‘Condo’ density battle 

looming before Council

Opposing views on the need 
for more upscale condomin¬ 
iums in Romulus versus claims 
of excessive density by nearby 
Ozga, Tyler and Wick road resi¬ 
dents will clash in the council 
chambers at a public hearing 
at 6 p.m. on March 10. 

The applicant for a cluster 
of condominiums to be known 
as “The Cove” - adjacent to 
Elmer Johnson Park - is Do¬ 
nald Treder of Plymouth, who 
told the Romulus Planning 
Commission that he envisions 
these home sites to be occu¬ 
pied by “retired persons and 
empty nesters.” 

The comment came as 
‘Cove’ plan protesters com¬ 
plained Wick Elementary 
School already is overflowing 
with students - and a ground¬ 
breaking was recently held for 
over 100 other homes in the 
Wick school area. 

Treder insists that the up¬ 
scale condos are critically- 
needed in Romulus. 

The special land use re¬ 
quest was heavily favored by

Maybe also he doesn’t al¬ 
ways see “eye to eye” with 
Mayor William Oakley, many 
on the City Council and even 
the media.

Rarey, age 68, will be sign¬

Council has approved a budget 
amendment up to $15,000 for 
his services.

In addition he has spent the 
last few years visiting City 
Council meetings, pointing out 
what he feels has been wrong 
with various city ordinances 
and other city actions - and 
how they relate to the Ro¬ 
mulus City Charter. 

Some council members 
were relieved to hear that 
Rarey was not moving his ash 
tray into City Hall — since of¬ 
fice space there is already se¬ 
verely limited. 

Rarey asks only a laptop 
computer and $20 an hour to 
“highlight” various problems 
with current Romulus ordi¬ 
nances. 


Those “highlighted issues” 
would then be studied by City 
Attorney Steve Hitchcock and 
when needed updated by a 
vote of the City Council. 

Asked how many months/ 
years, Rarey would be in the 
city’s employ, Oakley said no 
fixed date has been arranged 
and Rarey would only be serv¬ 
ing on an “at will” contractural 
status. 

“If he says something I don’t 
like, I could fire him,” Oakley 
said, “and if I do something he 
doesn’t like, he could quit!” 

Rarey said he hopes to sit 
down with Oakley and Hitch¬ 
cock this week to develop 
guidelines for his coming re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

Rarey’s city tenure is defi¬ 
nitely expected to last more 
than the three minutes he was 
allowed on the City Council 
floor.

CHAPTER 5 

ARTICLE VI SECTION 5-135 

An Ordinance of the City of Romulus Providing That the Code of 

Ordinances be Amended by Revising Chapter 5, Article VI, Section 
5-135. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Deterio¬ 
rated and Dangerous Buildings Ordinance. 

Section 2: Chapter 5, Article VI, Section 5-135 of the Code of Or¬ 
dinances, City of Romulus entitled “Deteriorated and 
Dangerous Buildings” shall be revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 5-135 
Hearing; procedure. 

a. Upon receiving the findings and order of the hearing 
officer, the City Council shall fix a date for hearing, 
reviewing the findings and order of the hearing offi¬ 
cer and shall give notice to the owner or party-in- 
interest in the manner prescribed in Section 5-133 of 
the time and place of the hearing. At the hearing, the 
owner or party-in-interest shall be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to show cause why the building should not be 
demolished or otherwise made safe and the City 
Council shall either approve, dispprove, or modify the 
order of demolition. 

b. If Council modifies the order of demolition to allow 
the property owner to make necessary repair to bring 
the structure in compliance with the building and 
zoning codes of the City it will do so only if the fol¬ 
lowing is complied with by the property owner or 
designee: 

i. Within fourteen (14) days of the date of Council 
resolution modifying the order for demolition, 
posts a cash bond with the Treasurer’s office of 
an amount, estimated by the Construction Board 
of Appeals, to be the costs of demolition. 

ii. Applies with the Building Department for all per¬ 
mits necessary for the repairs to the property and 
pays all permit fees. 

iii. Obtains a certificate of occupancy from the Build¬ 
ing Department within six (6) months of the date 
of the issuance of building permits, or within such 
further extensions of time as may be granted by 
the Building Department not to exceed an addi¬ 
tional six (6) months. 

iv. Executes at the time of issuance of the permits a 
waiver of any time limits of the demolition pro¬ 
cess while a valid building permit for repairs is 
outstanding and acknowledging that the cost of 
demolition may increase as a result of delay. 

c. If the property owner and/or permit holders fail to 
comply with the provisions of subsection (b) in the 
time required therein, the City shall retain all cash de¬ 
posits to apply to the cost of demolition, the excess 


amount, if any, to be returned to the owner, 
d. If the cost of demolition exceed the amount of any 
cash deposition, the City will be permitted to exercise 
all other procedures for collection of such costs per¬ 
mitted in the City Code of Ordinances or state law. 
Section 3. Savings Clause. 

Nothing in this Ordinance or in the‘Code hereby 
adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceed¬ 
ing pending in any court, or any rights acquired, or 
liabilities incurred, or any cause or causes of action ac¬ 
quired or existing, under any act or Ordinance be lost, 
impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Repeal of Conflicting Provisions. 

All prior existing Ordinance adopted by the City of Ro¬ 
mulus inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of 
this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or in¬ 
consistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. Penalty. 

Anyone found guilty of violating this Section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine 
not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by im¬ 
prisonment not to exceed ninety (90) days, or both, in 
the discretion of this court. 

Section 6: Severability 

Should any word, sentence, phrase or any portion of this 
Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having au¬ 
thority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such 
holdings shall be construed and limited to such word, 
sentence, phrase, or any portion of the Ordinance held 
to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affecting 
the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, 
phrases or portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 7: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall take effect upon publication thereof 
in the official newspaper, which publication shall be 
made when the minutes passing the Ordinance are pub¬ 
lished subject to revocation at will of the City of 
Romulus at any time.

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Jasper’s King deserves death 
penalty for heinous crime 


It turns my stomach to read about 
John William King the white supremist 
who chained African American James 
Byrd to his bumper and drug him for 
miles around Jasper, Texas until he was 
decapitated and his body ripped to 
shreds. 

We got a good look at the guy last week 
during his trial. King with two friends 
committed the act in hopes of recruiting 
racists to his fledging supremist group. 
At trial he passed a note to one of those 
friends that said, “regardless of the out¬ 
come of this, we have made history and 
shall die proudly remembered.” 

The jury rightfully rendered a verdict 
of death.

The resulting investigation ruled 
the act of arson a crime of hate. 

These crimes are a product of hatred 
and ignorance, spawned by parents and 
adults who perversely believe Cau¬ 
casians are better than others, because 
of the color of their skim John William 
King and his friends deserve the death 
penalty. People of all colors in the Unit¬

For once we agree with City of Wayne 
councilperson Shirley Powser. In our 
opinion, Wayne does not need to pay an 
outside firm to evaluate five candidates 
for the position of assistant chief of po¬ 
lice. 

Police Chief Mike Sumeracki and Per¬ 
sonnel Department Director Robert 
English went to council last week seek¬ 
ing money to pay the Criminal Justice 
Management Institute (CJMI) so that 
they can narrow the field of candidates 
from five to three. 

In theory having an outside agency 
rank candidates makes sense- especially 
when the number of candidates is ap¬ 
proaching double digits. But, here, the 
council is asking CJMI to eliminate two 
out of five, a task, we believe, that easily 
could be handled by the police chief or a 
committee of citizens or the council. In 
the end, the council is going to choose 
the assistant chief from the final field of 
three. Does it even matter event he field 
is five or three? I don’t think so. 

Powser, of course, is looking at the fi¬ 
nancial aspects of the deal. CJMI will be 
paid in the neighborhood of $8,000.00- 
not alot of money in this day and age. 
However, it could be money used better 
elsewhere. Council ought to reconsider 
its decision. Appoint a panel of citizens 
to interview the candidates, not an out¬ 
side firm.

Engler, FIA sacrifice another vet 


Under the radar of De¬ 
troit’s dailies, Gov. John En- 
gler’s Orwellian-named Fam¬ 
ily Independence Agency 
(FIA) has sacrificed another 
veteran’s family on his rogue 
social workers’ altar 

Previously, I wrote about 
how the grandchildren and 
daughter of Belleville’s 
James Baldwin, who won a 
Silver Star in Vietnam, were 
helpless victims of a mistake 
by rogue FIA workers, when 
the bossy agency was called 
the Michigan Department of 
Social Services. 

Mistaking a congenital 
birth defect for child abuse, 
the agency had snatched 
Baldwin’s brain-dead baby 
grandson from Baldwin’s 
daughter, Kimberly McNeil, 
and kept him alive for 75 
days while social workers 
pressured McNeil to confess 
to child abuse. Pressure in¬ 
cluded snatching McNeil’s 
other children, who were 
subsequently returned after 
FIA’s error could no longer 
be swept under the rug 

Though its obvious that 
the McNeil children were er¬ 
roneously snatched, the state 
refuses to either compensate 
the McNeils or Baldwins nor 
punish the erring social 
workers. 

Of corse, with “good faith” 
immunity, social workers can 
ruin your innocent lives with¬ 



out the fear of punishment 

“It outrages me that En¬ 
gler, who porked up to avoid 
the draft during the Vietnam 
War, would abandon the 
grandson of a war hero,” said 
Vera Baldwin, James’s wife. 
“My husband was in the first 
group of 196 Light Infantry 
soldiers sent to Vietnam. 
About 1,200 of them died. Fbr 
what? So that their children 
could become the victim of 
cowards like Gov. Engler” 

Well, the Engler adminis¬ 
tration has struck agaia This 
time the victim is veteran 
Mike Martin, whose family 
was also destroyed by a false 
child abuse accusation in 
1984. Though the Martin’s 
daughter, Ashley, suffered 
from brittle bone disease, 
they had been charged and 
convicted of child abuse in 
1986. 

The ensuing court battle to 
regain Ashley, which was 
successful, and the unsuc¬ 
cessful court battle to be fi¬ 
nancial compensated by the 
state for its errors, has busted 
Martin. 

“We were left homeless on 
Monday, 22 February 1999,” 
said Martin. “We have no 


where to go.... Fbr 15 years 
now the State of Michigan 
forced this family into pover¬ 
ty, after psychologically and 
emotionally destroying us 
with no chance of recovery.” 

Ruined by FIA, Martin 
finds himself unable to re¬ 
ceive financial help provided 
for veterans by Public Law 
217 Soldiers & Sailors Act 
1899. 

“I am a Vietnam-era dis¬ 
abled veteran,” he said. “I am 
also a Korean, Peace Time 
Hero - I escorted president 
Carter because of this accom- 
plishment! I served nine 
years in the army as a non¬ 
commissioned officer” 

Yet he said that he has had 
to file a lawsuit to for veter¬ 
ans’ aid. 

“In the meantime, the 
Martin family ceases to ex¬ 
ist,” he said. “We have until 4 
March to get out or be thrown 
on the street” he said. “Ef¬ 
fective 4 March 1999, a sher¬ 
iff will arrive and remove our 
property, leaving us on the 
street without a dime or a 
place to live. 

”Our daughter has threat¬ 
ened to kill us all if I go to the 
media for help, but everyone 
is telling me that I must go to 
the public.”

And I didn’t get lost And 
this morning I had to do laundry 
at the coin laundry in the next 
town over because even though 
we brought our washer and dryer, 
the dryer we brought is a gas one, 
and there is no gas hook up. So 
with the size of this family and the 
hubbub of the past few days, that 
resulted in 10 loads of laundry, all 
running at the same time. And 
then, of course, the dryers were 
all going at the same time once 
the washing was done. 

Then from there off to the gro¬ 
cery store for our first full week’s 
of groceries as a reunited family - 
of eight. A brand new grocery 
store, to me at least, a whole new

I haven’t been able to get a 
hold of anybody back home to tell 
them our new phone number The 
long distance carrier got discom- 
bobulated somehow, so another 
few days and we should be all set 
with that 

And up until yesterday we 
couldn’t even get local incoming 
calls. And there’s no phone book 
in the house. I need to get one. 
Where?? 

Tomorrow I’ll be enrolling 
Joey, my first grader, into his new 
schooL And it’s Carmen’s birthday, 
she’s turning twelve tomorrow - I 
can’t believe it - and the excite¬ 
ment of Joey’s first day of school 
in a new place will be doubled, or 
even tripled, in the morning as we 
all begin celebrating the birthday 


with the traditional living-it-up- 
on-your birthday breakfast 

We have no idea when garbage 
day is, but I hope it’s soon, the 
boxes are overtaking us. They’re 
everywhere. Mostly unpacked, 
but still some not yet 

I’m learning important facts 
about Illinois, the governor, the 
toll roads, the rules, the taxes, its 
general shape on a map (not as 
recognizable as our Michigan, our 
mitten), the Illinois state flower, 
animal, its sports heroes, they’re 
all so different. I lived in the 
warmth and comfort of that mit¬ 
ten shaped state, Michigan, for 35 
years. It’s all I knew, or at least all 
I knew well. And now here’s 
something brand new for me. 
Brand new for my whole family. 

But it’s okay. Because the 
coolest thing has happened, we’re 
facing the “brand new” as a fami¬ 
ly, all together. And for that we 
have much to be grateful for And 
we’ve said as much, and prayed 
as much as we’ve sat down TO¬ 
GETHER these last couple days 
at dinnertime.

CHAPTER 20 
ARTICLE III 

An Ordinance of the City of Romulus Providing the code of Ordi¬ 
nances be Amended by Adding a New Section to be Known as 
Chapter 20, Article HI, Section 20-45. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Possession/ 
Use of Laser Pointing Device Ordinance. 

Section 2: Chapter 20, Article III of the Code of Ordinances, City of 
Romulus entitled “Offenses Against the Person” shall be 
amended to add a new Section 20-45 to read as follows: 

Section 20-45 

Possession/Use of Laser Pointing Device. 

a. It shall be unlawful for any person to focus, point or 
shine a laser beam directly or indirectly on another person 
or animal in such a manner as to harass, annoy, or injure 
said person or animal. 

b. It shall be unlawful for any person under the age of 18 
years to possess a laser pointing device. A person shall not 
be in violation of this section if his/her possession of a laser 
pointing device is necessary for his/her employment, trade 
or occupation and it is necessary for the laser pointing 
device to be carried on his/her person. 

Section 3. Savings Clause. 

Nothing in this ordinance or in the Code hereby adopted 
shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding penting 
in any court, or any rights acquired, or liabilities incurred, 
or any cause or caused of action acquired or existing, under 
any act or Ordinance be lost, impaired or affected by this 
Ordinance. 

Section 4. Repeal of Conflicting Provisions. 

All prior existing ordinances adopted by the City of Ro¬ 
mulus inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of this 
ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or inconsis¬ 
tency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5: Penalty. 

Anyone found guilty of violating this Section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine 
not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by im¬ 
prisonment not to exceed ninety (90) days, or both, in the 
discretion of this court. 

Section 6: Severabilit y 

Should any word sentence, phrase or any portion of this 
ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having au¬ 
thority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such holdilngs 
shall be construed and limited to such word, sentence, 
phrase, or any portion of the ordinance held to be so invalid 
and shall not be construed as affecting the validity of any 
of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of 
this Ordinance. 

Section 7: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall take effect upon publication thereof in 
the official newspaper, which publication shall be made 
when the minutes passing the ordinance are published 
subject to revocation at will of the City of Romulus at any 
time.

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Erosion scars loyge’s banks 


River Rouge at Hines Park.

As we’ve learned, the 
amount of oxygen in the water 
is a key factor to the health of a 
river. It anchors the food chain 
by providing what is probably 
the most essential element of 
life. 

Without oxygen in exactly 
the right amount, virtually 
nothing that lives in or near 
the water can survive. A 
healthy river supports a vari¬ 
ety of life forms that are sur¬ 
prisingly dependent on one 
another. 

If low levels of oxygen make 
it impossible for a particular 
species of insect to hatch for 
instance, that not only elimi¬ 
nates the insect from the water 
but also the Fish that feeds on 
it. 

Even so, a river has an im¬ 
pressive ability to regenerate 
itself. It heals in the same 
sense that we heal when we’re 
injured. But it takes time and 
time is one thing that is not on 
the side of the Rouge River. 


The speed at which the water 
flows through the communities 
of southeastern Michigan 
make it almost impossible for 
the river to do any healing. 

The major reason the water 
flows so fast is that it has no 
place else to go. 

There was a time when a 
rain storm had a lot more 
ground to soak into than it has 
today. Concrete parking lots 
and new houses just don’t soak 
up any water (at least there not 
supposed to) so rain and melt 
run to storm sewers and into 
the river with haste where 
they used to percolate slowly 
into a farmers field. 

This process used to take 
enough time that the river had 
a chance to make up for any 
damages it suffered. One of the 
reasons we notice so many 
small ‘ponds’ around new de¬ 
velopments these days is that 
communities are trying to pro¬ 
vide a staging area for water to 
sit for a while before it goes 
rushing downstream further 
compounding the problem. 

What I have been ex¬ 


plaining here is erosion. The 
speed at which the water 
travels causes it. Every time 
fast water causes a portion of 
the riverbank to fall into the 
water that soil mixes with the 
water and acts like liquid 
sandpaper which of course fur¬ 
ther damages the riverbanks 
downstream. 

This process is so destruc¬ 
tive that seldom do you see a 
riverbank along the Rouge 
that doesn’t have a large dirt 
border at its edges. This dirt 


bank is a scar. 

Plant life should run right t{ 
the edge of the water where ij 
supports animal life for the 
food chain and root systems tfc 
hold the banks together in & 
, rainstorm. Where you noticl 
that it does not, you’re looking 
at a wound. Those are th# 
wounds the Rouge River We 
Weather Demonstration Prr 
ject are treating. 

Next week I will share th{ 
report card we have receiver 
on our efforts.

and all cost overruns. In turn, 
the state will assume total re¬ 
sponsibility for Wayne County 
abuse and neglect cases, 
which is currently shared bet¬ 
ween the state and the county. 

The Family Independence 
Agency was successful in get¬ 
ting a waiver to use federal 
funds to help support this 
block grant. The Block Grant 
will be in effect for five years 
at which time they will evalu¬ 
ate the success of the program 
and its future.
